In depressions the number of people 
tributive trades tends to rise. 


gainfully employed in the dis- 


Far from reflecting a healthy state of affairs, this is the consequence of 
people who have become superfluous in the productive process 
turning to the distributive trades to make a living. 


Usually they are re-absorbed by production when depressions end. 
This “migration”, as well as depressions altogether, can only be pre- 
vented in the free enterprise economy by synchronizing technical 
and social progress. 
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
